301 designed to eliminate detailed statements on 
expenditure of county funds. 


The House Judiciary Committee will be holding 


the hearing in one of the Conference rooms of the 
House of Representatives at the close of the house 
session today. 


We welcome this hearing with the feeling that 


it is the proper step to take before further consider- 
ation is given the measure which would repeal an 
initiated act requiring publication of county warrants. 


We think it should be brought to the attention 


of the public. The money involved in each county is 
the money paid by citizens as taxpayers, and pub- 
lication of the statements is designed to keep the 
public informed on how its money is being spent. 


The voice of the people should be heard, and 


this hearing offers the opportunity. 


Some county officials and other politicians have 


shown considerable interest in this repealer. Now 
we think it is time for citizens to speak out and let 
officials know in no uncertain terms that the people 
still want to know how their money is being spent. 


We hope a large delegation will attend the 


hearing, and that nearly all counties in the state 
will be represented by citizen groups. 


Monday offers tne time for citizens to demand 


a "Do Not Pass" recommendation on this bill — 
which is not in the best interests of the people of 
Arkansas.

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Su- 


preme Court ruled unconstitutlpn- 
al by a 5-4 vote today two acts 
of Congress which strip citizen- 
ship 
from 
persons 
who stay 


abroad in wartime to avoid mili- 
tary service. 


The court majority s'aid the two 


acts failed to provide! procedural 
safeguards which the Constitution 
demands, 
and 
therefore 
they 


could not stand. 


Justice Goldberg-delivered the 


majority opinion. Justice Harlan 
dissented in nn opinion in which 
Justice 
Clark 
joined. 
Justice 


Stewart also had a dissenting 
opinion 
in which Justice White 


joined. 


The high court' majority! re*; 


soncd that the two acts amounted 
to "punishment" by 
withdrawal 


of citizenship. They declared that 
punishment can never be consti- 
tutionally imposed except after a 
criminal trial and conviction. 


Justice Goldberg's opinion ex- 


plained: 


"What we hold is only that, in 


keeping with cherished tradition, 
punishment cannot be imposed 
without due process of law.' Any 
esser holding would ignore the 
constitutional m a n d a t e upon 
which our essential liberties de- 
pend." 


Goldberg said the majority rec- 


ognized that draft evasion, partic- 
ularly in time of war, "is a 
heinous offense and should and 
can be properly punished." 


Dating back to Magna Carta, 


however," he added, "it has been 
an 
abiding principle governing 


the lives of civilized men that 'no 
free man shall bd taken or im- 
prisoned or disseised or outlawed 
or exiled. . .without the judg- 
ment of his peers or by the law 
of the land.' "• 


Disseised'means deprived of a 


possession. 


Onerof the statutes involve* is 


a section of the 1940 Nationality 
Act calling for loss of nationality 
by draft evaders who leave the 
country. The other is a section 
of the 1952 McCarran Immigra- 
tion Act which says a native loses 
his citizenship by remaining out- 
sditi the! United Statest to eyddo 
military service during wartime.
